Homes elevated above ground 
level have an air of modern 
vitality and may be used effec- 
tively on land which is level or 
with any degree of slope from 
slight to sharp. 

To achieve the best results 
within the framework of the 
available budget requires skilled 
planning, training and experience. 
The HOME PLAN SERVICE 
in this book, illustrates 45 of its 
most popular designs in a wide 
variety of size, shape and style, 
all with some form of accom- 
modation under the building. 

In some cases a single carport 
or garage occupies only part of 
the space available, in others the 
whole of the basement area is 
utilised with a rumpus room, 
laundry, play area, staircase. 

PRACTICAL RESULTS are 
gained, quite apart from the 
modem appealing appearance, 
by lifting the whole house from 
the ground. A view may be 
gained which would otherwise 
be lost — this could increase the 
value of the house by hundreds 
of pounds. 

The height of the building 
creates an air of privacy by 
making neighbours seem more 
remote. As Queenslanders will 
agree — they have been elevating 
their homes for years — the house 
will be cooler in summer. 
COST 

The cost of elevating a house 
is not as high as is sometimes 
supposed and could be as low 








as £300 on a timber framed 
house of approximately 10 
squares; in brick veneer the cost 
could be in the vicinity of 
£1000; brick would be consider- 
ably more and not as practical 
for this architectural style. 

The shell of the basement 
could be constructed leaving the 
finishing until finance is avail- 
able. This potential for expand- 
ing the house in the future is 
not so readily found in a bun- 
galow on ground level. 

The fact that shelter for two 
cars and a rumpus room can 
be gained must be off-set against 
the cost of elevating the house. 

Elevated designs require a 
staircase. This can be external 
or internal. Both styles of access 
are shown in this book. 

BUILDING MATERIALS for 
this type of home are usually 
a combination of different vari- 
eties for contrast in texture, 
added interest and practical con- 
struction. Concrete masonry 
block is ideal for basement and 
feature walls, screens, carports, 
barbecue fireplaces and other 
finishing. 

On a block of limited size 
more accommodation can be 
provided, still leaving pleasant 
open spaces for lawns and gar- 
dens in which to set the house.

• Secondly, it is 
the size of the 
house which has 
the greatest in- 
fluence on build- 
ing cost, not the 
design. The area 
is quoted for 
each design in 
"squares". Each 
square represents 
100 square feel. 

• Thirdly, your im- 
mediate accom- 
modation re- 
quirements must 
be met but fut- 
ure needs should 
not be over- 
looked. 

• Fourthly, to have 
sun and breeze 
in the rooms to 
make the most 
of the best as- 
pect of the land, 
consider the de- 
signs also in their 
mirror reverse 
position. 
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MODIFICATIONS TO STANDARD PLANS 

Standard pi. mi may be modified in any way you with In the cue 
of minor modifications it a quite usual practice to use the standard 
plan and make the required alterations by direct arrangement with 
the builder. This could be a change in the size or style o( windows 
or a rearrangement of the kitchen or bathroom lutings. 

Fundamental alterations to the drawing would be a variation to 
room sizes or roof style and, in such cases, it would be necessary to 
have a new plan prepared individually. 

Discuss your requirements with the Home I'lans Service at 
Bros, stores and you will receive practical advice on the possibility 
of using the standard plan or alternatively the cost of preparing 
the new drawing.
